2. Sub-section (I ) of section 5 of tho Principal Ordinance 
(as amended by tho Bovised Edition of the Laws (Operation) 
Ordinance, 1926). is hereby repealed and ihe following sub- 
section is substituted therefor : — 

" 5. (1) The rates of contribution shall be aa 
follows : — 

" (a) An officer whose salary exceeds the amount

" (b) A contributor who before tlie data of his first 
payment of contribution under this Ordinance or 
within three months after marrying shall by 
written notice to the Crown Agents so elect 
may make an additional auonal contribution of 
one-half of the amount specified in the line of 
column 3 above which is applicable to liim at 
the date of notification, or. if he so decides at 
the date of notification, of one-half the amount 
so specified which is applicable to him from 
time to time. 

" A contributor who has not so elected 
before the date of his first contribution or within 
three months after marrying may be permitted 
so to elect at any time during his contribution 
term, subject to the approval of the 
Governor after examination by a Govern- 
ment medical hoard.

" A contributor who at the time of bis 
appointment or re-appointment to the service of 
this Government is already making an additional
